Outstanding Jerseys 


Arrive in Didsbury. 


What is considered to be the out. 
standing shipment of Jersey cows to 
arrive in Alberta, was unloaded by 
Norman Clarke on Saturday. The 
animals were the pick of the famous 
Waikiki farm, the second largest 
Jersey farm in the United States. 
Out of over 300 head of cows, Mr. 
Clarke had ten of the best mature 
cows selected. In addition, he im- 
ported five springing two-year-olds 
and four three-year-olds. 

[experts in the Jersey line who 
looked the shipment over in transit, 
frankly stated they were outstanding 
from a point of view of both pro- 
duction and type. The mature 
cows would have averaged over 600 
pounds of butterfat this year at the 
Waikiki farm. They are a distinct 
asset to the commuuity and it is to 
be hoped many more of these 
economical butterfat producers will 
be brought into Didsbury district. 

Philip Fleming, Jersey field-man 
for Western Canada and Thomas 
Law, president of the Chilliwack 
board of trade, visited Didsbury to 
look over the cows recently shipped 
in. They visited with Norman 
Clarke and congratulated him on 
being the possessor of such an 
outstanding herd of Jersey cows. 
In the opinion of both these men, 
the animals recently shipped into 
Didsbury are some of the finest in 
the west and should attract a lot of 
attention through the records they 
are sure to.make.

Of Various Legumes Has 
Been Found To Be Beneficial 


During the past few years prac- 
tically all Ontario farmers have 
come to recognize the value of in- 


oculating the seed of the various | 


legumes when tHey are being grown 
on land which has not previously 
been sown to these crops or on land 
where their cultivation has lapsed 
for a period of years. This prac- 
tice has proven a good one and is 
now used in every progressive agri- 
cultural country of the world, but the 
discovery of a proper method of get- 
ting the inoculation or culture to 
the farmer was not done in a day 
and the history is rather interest- 
ing. 

The first efforts in this direction 
were made in Germany where 
samples of the soil which had been 


used for growing the legumes Was | 


transported to the virgin soil and 
there spread around to insure the 
presence of the bacteria. The dis- 
advantages of this method were ob- 
vious and commercial company 
sold a large number of prepared cul- 


a 


tures which were found to be valuc- | 


less. Agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment stations in the various 
countries worked on the problem 
for a number cf years; at one time 
the Department at Washington be- 
leved they had a successful method 
of growing and sending out the bac- 
terial cultures, but it proved a fail- 
ure, 

It remained tor the Deparmtent 
of Bacteriology at the O.A.C. to de- 
vise the proper method and the cul- 
ture advised was soon adopted as 
the one hest suited for the work. 
The familiar bottle, half filled with 
a white substance is the outgrowth 
of this d’scovery and the bacteria 


on this culture will live almost in- | 


definitely. Hach legume has its own 
particular culture and the one that 
is supplied for alfalfa is of no value 
for inoculating red clover and vice 
versa. Since the discovery, the De- 
partment of Bacteriology has _ sup- 
plied someth'ng over 100,000 cul- 
tures to farmers requesting them 
at a nominal charge of fifty cents. 

A question frequently asked is, 
when is inoculation required and 
for what crops? The common crops 
requiring inoculation are alfalfa, red 
clover, sweet clover, peas. field beans 
and soy beans. Inoculation should 
be practiced where the crop is to be 
grown on soil that has never before 
produced that particular crop and in 
general if it has not produced a 
good yield of the said crop within the 
past four or five years. 

The Department have not claimed 
unfailing increases after the use of 
the inoculant, it has been generally 
assumed that in about seventy cases 
out of every hundred there will be a 
substantial increase and reports have 
shown that in the case of the other 
thirty per cent. the bacteria were 
probably already in the soil and the 
inoculation thus rendered unneces- 
sary.

Serious Problem For 
Cattle Committees 


Herdsmen Said To Be Resorting To 
Knife and Needle For Show 

Ring Purposes 
| The Farmers’ Advocate Says: 
| Cattle committees who outline the 
| policy and lay down the rules which 
govern exhibitions in Canada are 
giving earnest thought and consid- 
| eration to the serious problem of 
| detecting and barring “doctored” 
cattle. The large exhibitions, both 
East and West, realize that some- 
thing must be done to prevent the 
public being hoaxed by super-ex- 
pert herdsmen who are able to use 
| knife and needle in 
| their cattle. It is a practice that 
| should be neither condoned nor per- 
mitted and the fair boards are act- 
ing wisely in their attempt to ban 
the doctored animal and the exhibi- 
itor who offers such for 
competition. 

One suggestion is that all cattle 


animals 


be inspected by a veterinarian be- | 
This entails , 
any | 
animal found tampered with would , 


fore entering the ring. 
much unnecessary work, and 
simply be led back into the stable 
to be presented at future shows or 
exhibitions held elsewhere. It be- 
comes necessary to inspect only 
few cattle, the champions and _ re- 
serve champions, and the fear of ex- 
posure after winning such honors 
would deter any exhibitor from goiny 
to undue lengths in treating or pre- 
| paring his animals for the show-ring. 
It is not the cattle that win third, 
fourth or fifth place in a class, or are 
| outside the prize money altogether, 
about which a fair board needs to 
worry. Not one in a hundred of them 
| receive more than ordinary fitting

| honors in the show-rings of Canada 
and the United States that need 
watching. Neither do we wish to im- 
ply that all cattle that win cham- 
pionships are dishonestly fitted or 
treated. Many breeders and exhibit- 
ors would condone no such practice; 
but it is known that herdsmen are 
| resorting to the knife and the needle, 
and fair boards cannot overlook the 
fact.

A Good Slogan 


“An Acre Of Alfalfa For Every Cow” 
Takes On New Meaning 


| “An acre of alfalfa for every cow" 
is a slogan adopted in many districts 
where live stock is kept, and with 
modification to suit 
ments it is one which receives strong 
support by the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. With the short crops 
and difficult seasonal conditions 
1928 and 1929, the need of adequate 
provision with respect to fodder 
|crops became more apparent. Not 
only will the application of this slo- 
gan to alfalfa, or suitable clover or 
hay crops, go far to meet the 
urgency of the present situation, but 
it would also provide a useful and 
profitable rotation medium for keep- 
ing soil up to production capacity 
and assist in weed control. This scale 


of planting not only provides ade- | 


| quate pasturage but allows a surplus 


, and often provides a carry-over of 
hay to a lean year. 


More Milk Is Used 


Consumption Per Capita Has Prac- 
| tically Doubled In Canada 


During the past eight years domes- 
tic milk consumption per capita has 
practically doubled in Canada. The 
Dairy and Cold Storage Branch of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture attributes this increase to the 
growing demand of the sweet milk 
trade and to increasing popularity 
of ice-cream. Canada’s exports of 
Cairy products have declined mater- 
| ially, and this has been due in part 
| to the increasing domestic consump- 
| tion and in part to the large numbers 
| of high quality milch cows which 
have been sold to United States buy- 
j ers

good milch cows in Canada in 1928 
than there were in 1927. Canadian

Other Countries 


| Whilst the state of Canadian busi- 
{ness is uneven and may be regarded 
| as disappointing compared with that 
of a year or two ago, it is fair in 
‘relation to world conditions, declares 
{ the monthly commercial letter of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. Can- 
ada's unemployment problem, though 
by no means negligible, is not nearly 
so acute as in some of the older 
countries, the letter points out. 
During the month of March busi- 
ness conditions showed a gradual 
accession in industrial and construc- 
tion operations, which tended to off- 
set unsettlement in other branches 
of commerce, says the bank's letter. 
“We have mentioned before that 
the reduction in agricultural pur- 
chasing power would leave its mark 
on the economic structure and th‘s 
has proved to be the case. Until 
the farming community experiences 
| favorable weather and market condi- 
tions, business as a whole will con- 
tinue on a smaller scale than in the 
four preceding years. However, 
Canada is fortunate that capital ex- 
penditures on development projec‘s 
continue in large volume.” 
| In the matter of European trad? 
| the bank's letter remarks that with 
the prospect of further substantial 
progress, Europe seems to offer gerd 
opportunities as an export market 
for those Canadian commoditie.
